BUILDING RESEARCH - 
PROBLEMS.

The following abstracts of inguiries repre- 
sent a number of those recently submitted to 
the Building Research Station. The informa- 
tion, given in the replies quoted is based on 
available knowledge It has to be borne in 
mind that further scientific investigations may 
in the course of time indicate directions in 


which the replies might be supplemented or 


modified. Moreover the replies relate to the 
specific subject of each inquiry, and are not 
necessarily suitable for general application to 
all similar problems. 


Creep or Flow of Concrete Floors. 


In a cotton spinning mill, the concrete floor 
of one particular bay of approximately 135ft. 
by 14ft., and 7in, thick, was of a 1:6 con- 
crete reinforced with steel rods. Soon after 
the machinery was installed this floor was 
found to have sagged, a deflection of jin. 
being apparent at midspan. After the floor 
had been levelled and the machinery reset a 
similar sagging occurred. The architect 
wished to know if there were prospects of 
continued sagging and if instances of similar 
tvpes of failure have been known to occur. 

teply:—The trouble you are experiencing 
floors is a comparatively 
common one. It is due to the creep or flow 
of concrete under sustained load. A consider- 
able amount of experimental work has been 
done at the Building Research Station on this 
problem, and Building Research Technical 
Paper No. 12 describes the results of the work. 
The deflections will usually increase until a 
value at least three or four times that occur 
ring immediately on loading is reached and 
will proceed at a gradually decreasing rate. 
From the tests made, it appears that the 
movement becomes comparatively small after 
a period of two years, and it seems probable 
that in your case any movements occurring In 
the future wil] be much less than those already 
experienced. The effect is more pronounced 
when the concrete ts maintained dry, and is 
probably more severe than usual in rooms 
maintained at high temperatures, such as are 
common in spinning mills.

Sheet Lead Embedded in Concrete. 


A contractor, desiring to use sheet lead as 
a waterproofing layer in cement concrete, in- 
quired whether chemical reactions might 
occur which would be deleterious to the lead 
and whether in jointing the sheet it would 
he preferable to burn the joints instead of 
lapping them in the usual way. 

Reply —It is pointed out in Building Re- 
search Bulletin No. 6, 
Corrosion of Lead in Buildings,” that when 
lead is embedded in cement mortar or con- 
crete, in such a way as to exclude the air 
from the metal, it is likely to suffer fairly 
serious corrosion, In such conditions corrosion 
may penetrate the sheet at the rate of 1-200th 
inch per year. It is advisable, therefore, that 
some protection be afforded to the metal, and 
the most suitable method in the present in- 
stance would anpear to be a complete coat- 
ing of a good bitumastic paint before laying, 
or, alternatively. sheet copper might be sub- 
stituted for lead with advantage. With re- 
gard to the second point raised, it is not con- 
sidered that “ burning”’ the joints would 
have any marked advantage over the usual 


process of lapping.

AFTERMATH SILAGE. 
ssiessiatiiddines 


For maintaining the winter milk supply at 
a moderate cost, instead of spending money 
on imported feeding-stuffs, it is now sug- 
gested by some authorities that aftermath 
Silage should be adopted. Should it he 
decided to make aftermath into silage, such 
problems as in hay-making do not 
occur. Bad weather has no effect on the 
crop, and the advent of harvest in no way 
hinders the work. It is pointed out that 
ar enterprising farmer can often spend a 
couple of hours in cutting aftermath when, 
owing to bad weather, his men have knocked 
off frum’ harvesting. Early the following 
morning, while the dew covered stooks are 
still unfit to carry. the harvesting cart and 
profitably be employed on the 
silage sto:4&. ‘The fevding value of after- 
math silage .8 considerable, Particularly is 
this the case on manived land, and the crop 
will more than repay a swal' outlay on one 
of the nitrogenous manures. It is in savings 
on purchases that most picgress cat be 
made in fartvivg today, avd it is surely a 
better picpcsitiou to make good,  well- 
manured silage at a total stacked cost of 
about 16s per tor than to spend from £4 
to £7 per ton on imported concentrates.

The construction of churches in reinforced 
concrete is now no noveity, a good many of | 
these buildings having already been erected in I 
this material. Generally, however, they have | 
heen of monvlithic construction, this being | 
characteristic of the -material. A raclical 
departure from the usual methods was, how 
ever, made in the design and building of the 
Church ot st. Christopher, in the loth 
Arrondissement of Paris. The work was 
described in ' La ‘Technique des ‘lravaux ” 
by M. Duverger, who fully discussed the 
principles adopted by the architect, M. 
Bernard. Chief Architect of Historic Monu- 
ments. 

‘The new church occupies an area of about 
1.800 square yards, at the junction of Rue 
de la Convention and Rue de Sait 
Christophe, in which latter is the facade.

CREDITABLE TURN-OUT 
OF HORSES. 


From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
KILMALLOUK, Wednesday. 
OR their nineteenth annual show, which 
opened to-day, the Kilmallock Agri- 
cultural and Industrial Society, Ltd., 
was fortunate in the weather, although there 
were several peals of thunder, and a heavy 
shower fell about three o'clock. Apart from 
the section for dogs (which will be dealt 
with to-morrow, and has attracted an entry 
of 400), there is a catalogue of 1,500 entries 
all told—an increase of almost. 200 on the 
total of a year ago. All sections shared in 
the improvement, which was particularly 
noticeable in the poultry and _ industrial 
classes.

The heavy-weight carriers were suitably led 
by Mr. E. Leahy’s shapely chestnut gelding, 
J. P. H., by Prince Thello, dam by Cracken- 
thorpe. Altogether the horses were a credit- 
able lot. ' 

The judges were Messrs. E. C. Love, Car- 
rigaline, and G. S. Webb, Shinrone, with 
Lord Daresbury, one of the patrons of the 
show, as referee. His lordship takes a keen 
personal interest in the promotion of the 
show. and it is largelv due to his efforts and 
those of Mr. H. M. Fildes. as Vice-President, 
that it was carried through with such suc- 
cess. Lady Daresbury was present during 
the day, as also were the Earl of Dunraven 
and Senator Westropp Bennett, President of 
the Society.

MULLINGAR, Wednesday. 
YEAR ago Westmeath (Mullingar 
A Agricultural Show Committee decid 
to revive their exhibitions of live 
stock and produce that had lain dormant for 
twenty-two years. Their efforts proved so en- 
couraging that they resolved to persevere, 
and the show which was held at the Show 
Grounds in ce to-day justified their 
ho of progress, for increases were notice- 
able in more than one class. A great deal of 
credit for this gratifying result is due to 
active Exe¢utive Committee and officials, in- 
cluding Mr. A. B. Carroll, the secretary, and 
Mr. ad V. Porter, who made admirable 
— in connection with the prize 
ists. 

The horses, generally speaking, were of very 
good quality Some of them were outstanding 
animals that gave promise of carrying off 
prizes at future shows. Cattle made a good 
turn out, with the exception of calves and 
bulls, but the quality of the bulls was ex- 
plained by the age limit prescribed, which 
prevented some fine specimens from being 
entered for competition. The Hereford and 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls were rather disappoint- 
Ing, but the shorthorn cows were of a high 
class. The first prize winners in the Ros- 
common sheep and the Oxford shearling 
classes, as well as the prize-winning lambs, 
were very fine specimens. 

A cow-testing exhibit arranged by the De- 
partment of Agriculture was of great interest. 
The object of this exhibit was to show to 
farmers how difficult it is to select a dairy 
cow from her general appearance. Four cows 
of the same age and appearance, of the same 
type, and fed on the same farm, were shown. 
These cows, which were the property of a 
member of the local Cow-Testing Association, 
had been put under tests during the past sea- 
son, and comparatively few people who saw 
them at the show were able to point out (we 
best and the worst milk producers amongst 
the four, although there was a difference of 
500 gallons hetween them. 

The reason why so few cows of the dairy 
shorthorn breed are kept in the county is, it 
has been stated. that so many farmers are 
under the impression that cows of this kind 
are of the “‘leggy”’ or ‘‘angular’’ type; 
yet the Department was able to exhibit a 
dairy shorthorn’ bull—Alleen Champion, 
whose dam was a 900-gallon cow, and who 
displayed the bost beef-producing qualities, 
as well as being of a dual purpose type. 
Mr. C. J. McCarthy, Inspector, of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, was in charge of 
this exhibit. 7 

The farm produce was an excellent. collee- 
tion. Some fine specimens of oats were 
shown, and roots were exceptionally good 
for this season of the year. 

The weather in the early part of the day 
was dry and a fairly good attendance of 
people from the town and outlying districts 
was present. In the evening, however, a 
very heavy shower fell, and at 4 o'clock 
lightning flashed from an _ overcast sky, 
followed by hail and an exceptjonally violent 
downpour of rain, which stopped the jumping 
competitions while it lasted, and left nasty 
‘pools of water in many parts of the grounds. 
The road from the show grounds to the town 
was flooded: in some places the water 
reached a depth of three or four feet, and 
motor cars had great difficulty in steering 
their way through the floods, while cattle in 
some places were in water reaching almost 
to their necks. The rain, however, passed 
off, and the programme was concluded.

Net. -Fishermen 
Organise. 


Rod-Men’s ‘Proposal 
Resented. 
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From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
ENNISCORTHY, Wednesday. 

Ta mm meeting which was held in 
Oylegate, Enniscorthy, an organisation 
| of net fishermen on the River Slaney 
was formed, and arrangements were made to 
instruct solicitor and counsel to appear at the 
forthcoming public inquiry to be held by the 
Free State Ministr 
application by rod men to have the use of 
salmon nets on the tidal waters prohibited 
unless the mesh was at least seven inches in 
circumference. The rod men’s application also 
seeks to prohibit netting of salmon in part of 

the River Slaney known as “ The Gut.”’ 

Mr. Owen McCoy, net men’s representative 
on the Wexford Board of Fishery Conserva- 
tors, who presided, said that, if the applica- 
tions were granted by the Ministry of 
Fisheries, it meant that 400 or 500 people 
would be deprived of their livelihood at the 
request of men of means. 

Alderman R. Corish, T.D., Wexford, said 
that the people of the County Wexford ought 
to be on the side of the net men in their fight 
to secure their rights. The T.D.s of the 
County Wexford would be with the net men 
in the danger that threatened them. The rod 
fishermen, who exclusively controlled part of 
the river, made big catches of salmon in the 
early part of the season before the net men 
were allowed on the river, and the fish were 
sent across to the other side and sold. 

APPEAL TO GOVERNMENT. 

If the application to increase the size of the 
mesh on the nets was granted, the net men 
might as well sell their boats and gear and 
give up fishing. No Government that had the 
interests of the people at heart could counten- 
ance such an application. The application, if 
granted, would ni the same effect as many 
other things being done in the country at 
present. It would make the rich richer and 
the poor poorer. 

Mr. Denis Allen, T.D., said that some 
people thought that the right to fish was only 
the right of the rich and not of the poor. If 
this application of the rod men succeeded, it 
would be the thin end of the wedge, and the 
thick end would mean that in about five years’ 
time no nets would be allowed on the Slaney. 

Mr. James Murphy, Enniscorthy, said that 
the whole game was carried on by a few who 
dominated the rod men. 

Alderman Corish, T.D.. said that he did not 
intend -his references to the rod men to apply 
to the decent men, visitors and others, who

‘“Boutez en avant’’ was the cry with 
which William Barrymore’s Norman men- 
at-arms advanced into the fray, and this 
is held to be the origin of Buttevant, the 
mott> remaining in the family—‘‘ Push 
forward.’ The Irish name is Kilna- 
mullagh, and by its side Kilcolman 
Castle, the residence of the gentle Spenser, 
rears its head. In “ Colin Clout’s Come 
Home Again ” he immortalised the spot, 
and poured out melodious numbers regard- 
ing the whole vicinity. The old name is, 
in fact, humdrum enough, referring merely 
to the hillocks on which the old church 
stood ; but in story it has come to be asso- 
ciated with a cursing legend, one of the 
few in Ireland associated with peccant 
clergy whose vows of cclibacy snapped 
beneath the power of a lovely face. In 
this case the tidings of a plotted elopement 
reached the ecclesiastical superior, who 
approached the lady and so played upon 
her that she consented to abandon her 
lover. To give plausibility to her incon- 
stancy, she let herself be seen eloping 
with a young sprig of the local gentry. 
The errant clerk died of love, pique and 
shame, while she, returning years later, 
still unmarried, perished in the stream of 
‘“ False Bregoge.’’

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Che Coming of the Yo-Hos. 


The Manchester Guardian, I see, has 
unetrthed a new term lately unloosed 
usa a sufficiently burdened world. I 
guste its comment :— 

The herzble word ‘‘ hike ' seems for 
the time being to have ousted all competi- 
tors for the vacuum which our new 
astime has betrayed. in the English 
Caine: But it is not to hold the field 
unchallenged. Worse is in store. 

A correspondent warns us that he met 
in the Berwyn Mountains two persons 
who described themselves as ‘‘ Yo-Hos.”’ 
They were clad in shorts and rucksacks, 
and were making for the nearest Youth 
Hostel. ; 

This hostel movement is admirable in 
many ways, but one cannot stomach the 
thought of innumerable Yo-Hos wander- 
ing, or rather Yo-Ho-Hoing, over the 
hills. The mind reverts instantly to the 
pirate song in “ Treasure Island ’’ : 

Fifteen men on the dead man’s chest, 

Yo Ho Ho and a bottle of rum! 
And though the Youth Hostels Associa- 
tion are unlikely to carry bottles of rum 
in their rucksacks, it is impossible to 
divorce the syllables ‘‘ Yo-Ho ” from the 
sense of criminal hilarity (most inappro- 
priate to mountain manners) with which 
Stevenson has invested it. 

There might have been (but for the 
stain of rum) one advantage in the use 
of the term ‘‘ Yo-Ho.’’ There is genera] 
agreement on the distinction between the 
genuine rambler who walks a long way 
quietly and the pseudo-rambler who 
walks a short way noisily. One could 
express the difference between the two 
types neatly by calling them “ Yo-Hos ” 
and ‘‘ Ya-Hoos ”’ respectively. 


Americans Stay at Home. 


Even in Dublin one is conscious of the 
scarcity of American visitors this year, and 
I was not surprised to learn that there had 
been a decrease of 25 per cent. in the 
number oí -passports issued by the 
American State Department. For the year 
ended June 30th this year the number of 
passports issued to tourists was 156,252, as 
compared with almost 200,000 for the 
corresponding period of 1929-30. For May, 
the great tourist month, this year the 
number of passports issued amounted to 
24.000, whereas 43,227 were issued in May, 
1950. 

The head of the United States Passport 
Department is a woman, Mrs. Ruth B. 
Shipley, and she has so arranged her de- 
partment that it is now possible to secure 
an emergency. passport in about ten 
minutes. In her report Mrs. Shipley says 
that Great Britain is still the favourite 
resort of touring Americans, but that con- 
tinental countries seem to be increasing in 
favour. France once seemed likely to 
become favourite, but recent events have 
probably done something to damage that 


country in the eyes of prospective visitors.

tor the future, It is increasing the 
number of people tackling ali the 
problems of the Irish language—standardisa- 
tion of diaiects and so on—and it is going 
to cause a stimulus and an excitement such 
as was experienced during the Renaissance. 
Professor Liam O’Brien, of University Col- 
iege,: Galway, made this remark to me while 
discussing the progress of the Free State 
Government's scheme for Gaelicising the Col- 
lege, and added that the fact that a man 
was the only map ,secturing at the present 
time on economics, Latin or Greek through 
the niedium of Irish was in itself a stimulus 
which would engender new and fresh ideas. 
‘The fact that University College, Cork. 
has been inspired to adopt a similar scheme 
shows that it is proving a success here. 
Professor O'Brien laid stress on the fact 
that the scheme was for teaching tarough the 
medium of Irish rather than for teaching 
Irish itself. Philological subjects could be 
taught anywhere, and for a higher school of 
Celtic studies Dubiin would probably be more 
suitable than Galway. . “ But this,” he said, 
““is a centre where the living language will 
be used to widen the scope. ‘here is the 
advantage of béing situated in a place which 
provides the Irish-speaking atmosphere. 


GRADUAL GAELICISATION, 


Remarking that the process of Gaelicisation 
was a gradual one, he explained that in all 
new appointments the College looked for a 
knowledge of Irish. In the filling of the 
ordinary chairs they would, wherever 
possible, get Irish speakers, who would be 
encouraged, though not compelled, to lecture 
in Irish. Then there would be appointments 
of people who were bound to lecture in Jrish 
alone. 

At present three subjects—mathematics, 
economics and history—are dealt with in 
Irish, and each of thef¥is also dealt with 
by a different lecturer in English, students 
of any of these subjects having the choice 
of attending the lectures in English or those 
in Irish. When the examinations occur at 
the end of the year the two professors in 
mathematics meet together and give the same 
paper, one being a translation of the other, 
although this is not feasible in the other 
two subjects, as different aspects might have 
Leen dealt with by the two classes.

THE GOVERNMENT'S PLAN. 


The proposal which the ‘Minister for 
Finance has laid down to the College is that 
they should look out for people’ of distinction 
in any subject who possess a knowledge of 
Irish, submit their names to the Government 
for approval, and then ‘advertise positions 
suitable for those people. The Government 
would be responsible for paying the salaries. 

Working on this system, the College has 
secured the services of three more lecturers, 
for Latin, Greek and education, who wi] 
join the staff next October, and will be com- 

lled to lecture in Irish. The lecturer in 

reek, Mr. Seorse Mac Tomais, is an 
Englishman from King’s College, Cambridge, 
who was regarded as the most brilliant 
man of his day in classics, and with 
whose services King’s College were so 
reluctant to disnense that they are 
retaining him as a Fellow for three years on 
salary, in order that he may go back there 
during that period if he wishes. 

“We have already one man lecturing in 
Classics,’’ Professor O’Brien observed. ‘‘ and 
this rather overloads that department, as we 
certainly do not want three. But our policv 
is to get every suitable person and then create 
positions, if necessary. For instance, if we 
knew of a man with the necessary qualifica- 


tions in Irish, w ose subject was Chinese | 
pottery, we should establish a department in | 


Chinese pottery, even if there were no 
students. 

“It might mt that when we advertised 
the position another man with suitable quali- 
fications might apply as well as the man we 
had in view. hat is unlikely, hut if it 


vecurred we would probably appoint both

THE WORKERS’ STANDARD OF LIVING.

at “national seli-preservation. Slow 
though the effort has been in coming, it may 
prove to be ali the more powerful for the 
delay. The malady has become patent to all 
cyes. The evidence as to the various 
svuuptoms has been piled up, so that none 
but the blind or the wilfully perverse can 
fail to see their trend and their threatened 
elect. Conviction amongst responsible 
people of all sorts has formed and hardened 
into determination to act and into willing- 
ness for sacrifice. The forces whose com- 
bination makes up the national will of 
lsritain have been rallying under the stimulus 
of waxing peril, and are now pent up 
1wady for action with accumulated energy. 
light and leadership are all that is needed 
for successful action. 
\ided temporarily by the new National 
Government. . But  light—more  light—1is 
needed. The general public of Britain needs 
to be told. in simple language and in broad 
outline, what exactly is the economico- 
political situation—how it is so peculiarly 
dangerous for Britain, and, in particular, for 
tiie British industrial workers--and why re- 
trenchment all round is the indispensable 
anu the only possible remedy. 


THE NEED OF FRANKNESS. 


Mr. Macdonald’s broadcast statement of 
last Tuesday was a first instalment, and was 
ecnceived upon right lines, but it will have 
to be supplemented and extended until the 
underlying truths are fully realised as well 
ty Mr. Macdonald as by his nation-wide 
audience. It is necessary to be frank. . 

Mr. Macdonald seemed to attribute the 
crisis to an unwarranted nervousness on the 
part of foreign people to whom Britain is in 
debt, and from whom, admittedly, she needs 
to borrow more money without delay. But 
why should Britain be in debt on short-time 
loans to such an extent that it is embarras- 
sing to her to repay them when required? 
Is not the very fact of that embarrassment 
a complete justification of the nervousness 
of the lenders’ ‘The very essence of the 
snort-loan busis..3s is the immediate avail- 
ability of the liquid capital which is passed 
from hand to bend, and it behoves the 
borrower that his credit (1.e., his capacity 
and willingness to make immediate repay- 
ment) should be, like Cwsar’s wife, aad 
suspicion. 

Mr. Macdonald and, to a large extent, his 
hearers missed the implication—which is 
really the essential fact—that it is not a 
sound position, and still less a becoming posi- 
tion, that Britain’s financial system and her 
economic welfare should be absolutely de- 
pendent upon foreign *‘ short’’ tenders. That 
unsound and unbecoming position arose be- 
cause Britain had no supplies of foreign 
currencies, no credit balances in foreign 
banks, no loose cash in her own money 
market with which to pay her current debts 
as and when her creditors might legitimately 
require. 

Why? Why and how is Britain without 
the necessary liquid capital? Because, as 
these articles have endeavoured to make 
clear, she has been indulging in the spend- 
thrift’s vice of using capital for current 
revenue expenditure; and because, whilst 
capital taxation, insufficient Sinking Fund 
in respect of the National Debt, and the 
ever-growing adverse balance between im- 
ports and exports continuously lower the 
level of British capital in the Money market 
reservoir, the Exchequer draws upon all 
available ge to the enormous amount, 
approximately, of £700 millions in respect 
of the Floatinig Debt. These grave facts, 
and not the nervousness of the foreigner 
which arises from them, are what Mr. Mac- 
lonald and his new colleagues must bring 
home to the mind of the British people. 


THE NATIONAL GOVERN- 
MENT. 


It would be a grievous error if the new 
National Government or the nation behind it 
were to under-estimate the magnitude of the 
trouble with which they have te deal—or were 
to faii to devise and apply comprehensive 
remedies for its cure. Nor can it be for- 
gotten that, as 7’he Times hinted last week, 
British statesmanship of all parties has lost 
something in public esteem for having per. 
initted Britain to become thus bogged down 
in a morass of insolvency. It is seen to 
have failed conspicuously to understand the 
situation of the nation’s fortunes until rudely 
faced with incipient disaster. It will stand 
condemned, indeed, if now that its eyes have 
been opened and, it is to be hoped, its com- 
prehension quickened, it fails to provide 
measures for a radical cure. r 

It is, in this aspect, difficult to under- 
stand the suggested plan for quick legislation 
followed by a general election this autumn. 
A conflagration is not quenched by providing 
one, or, indeed, many, fire extinguishers. It 
is necessary to use them as and where most 
needed until the flames are finally subdued. 
Retrenchment is a policy which needs firm 
administrative action as much as legislative 
enactment. Ec nomic restoration needs it 
even more. The National Government can- 
not save Britain by enacting a programme 
of reforms, and by, thereafter, incontinently 
dropping it for others to stepmother it and 
foster it, or smother it, according to their 
caprice. The only intelligible plan for a 
general election this autumn would be a plan 
to submit to the electorate the new retrench- 
ment-plus-taxation policy as enacted by 
Parliament at the instance of the National 
Government, and, in seeking for the elec- 
torate’s approval, to secure also a mandate 
for the continuance in office of the National 
rovernment, until the approved programme 
be finally and fully executed, with such addi- 
tions and modifications as the developing 
situation might require. 

But that is not the plan which has been 
adumbrated, and which it may, perhaps, be 
expected will yield to the exigencies of com- 
pelling circumstance. Mr. Macdonald, with 
the concurrence of Mr. Snowdon and Mr. 
Thomas, has put his hand to the plough. He 
must drive his furrow through to the end, 
or stand self-stultified. The British public, 
which will endorse his policy if it be com- 
prehensive and vigorous enough, will require 
it of him. And, from the point of view of 
his own career, there' can be no return for 
him to his old position save as a conqueror-— 
a conqueror who has planned and executed a 
national welfare hey by appealing suc- 
cessfully to the labour electorate of Britain 
over the heads of ambitious Labour official- 
dom and of the black-coated careerists who 
meke common cause with them.

trenchment. Its strength, its sole strength, 
lies in its appeal to class cupidity with a 
decent cloak of demonstrably false economics 
to conceal its naked selfishness---and blind- 
ness. 

Now the workers’ standard of living must 
necessarily, whether we like it or not, depend 
upon the welfare of the nation as a whole. 
It is not conceivably possible that a nation 
undergoing a process of gradual impoverish- 
ment can sustain its standard of living 
indefinitely. For a time, as already in Britain, 
it may be done; but it is done at the cost 
of using up savings in the form of capital, 
with the result of accelerating the impoverish- 
ment and hastening the coming ruin. in 
Britain, as has been seen, the standard of 
living has been maintained, even raised, by 
throwing the burden upon the so-called rich 
to a degree which has diminished the avail- 
able supplies of capital. ‘The inflation of 
wages and social services has been financed 
at the cost of both private and public 
capital. in short, it is only possible to live 
upon one’s capital’so long as one has some 
capital to live upon—after that outlays must 
depend upon earnings—and, at the same time, 
less and less exportable wealth has been pro- 
duced, a serious matter, since exportable 
wealth, apart. from the dwindling supplies of 
capital is the sole means of procuring imports 
of food, without which the British people 
would starve. ‘These considerations demon- 
strate the imperative need for deflation of 
wages and social services. Whether the pro- 
posed reductions are adequate for the purpose 
in hand it is impossible yet to judge until there 
is more information on the subject. But what 
is clear is that there is no tragic hardship in- 
volved if the principle of equality of sacrifice 
necessitates a cut in the British workers’ 
standard of living. No one suggests at pre- 
sent that they should submit to a standard 
lower than that for 1924, when a Labour Go- 
vernment was previously in office. The Mac- 
millan Committee Report (para. 115) says :— 

‘‘ Measured over the period 1924 to 
April, 1931, the fall in the cost of living 
index has been 18 per cent., that in the 
wholesale index 38 per cent., and the rise 
in real wage rates about 20 per cent.’’ 


THE HIGHEST WAGES IN 


EUROPE. 


Nor is it to be suggested that these wage 
rates were unduly low. On the contrary, 
they were much the highest in Europe, and 
were supplemented by elaborate social services 
which relieved the wage-earners of liability in 
respect of sickness, old age, unemployment, 
provision for children’s education, maternity 
expenses, and such like matters, which other 
members of the community have to provide 
for themselves. The same Report (para. 121 
ad fin.) :—~ 

In 1929 our exports of manufactured 
goods, though declining, were still 
greater than those of any other country 
in the world. At the same time cur real 
wages, whilst comparing unfavourably 
with those in the United States (which 
country, however, is unable to compete 
with us in world markets in our principal 
staple exports, such as coal or textiles 
und many iron and steel products) were 
much higher than those paid by any of 
our chief European competitors, as 
shown in the following table (for January, 
1930), based on hourly time-rates of 
wages :—

In face of these facts it is merely absurd to 
suggest that there is any grievous social in- 
justice in asking the workers to shoulder their 
share of the sacrifices necessary for the pre- 
servation of the State, upon which, in the 
ultimate analysis, they depend for everything. 

For the rest, these articles have tee 
shown--and the evidence could be elaborated 
indefinitely — that the economico-financial 
crisis arose before and apart from, and exists 
in acute form independently of, ‘‘ the econo- 
mic blizzard,’’ and also that any tampering, 
direct or indirect, with the repayment of prin- 
cipal or interest in respect of the National 
Deht would be fatal to the national credit. 
The proposal to mobilise British-owned 
foreign investments in defence of sterling as 
a substitute for a drastic rectification of the 
bases upon which sterling rests, would result 
in ‘a further embarrassment to Britain’s 
dwindling mercantile resources. a further blot 
on British credit, and a continued operation 
of the leaks which are draining the Money 
ae dry of British capital.

The New Turkey. 


According to a correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, Kemal Pasha’s efforts to 


' ' . Soni ale 
modernise Turkey have met with very 


dubious success. ‘‘Stamboul,’’ she says, 
“ determined to be Western and new at 
all costs, has achieved only an atmosphere 
of tawdriness and dirt.’’ It is now a city 
of strange and violent contrasts. The 
Pera side of the Fosphorus “ stretches 
inland like an ugly sore.’’ Its streets 
shriek wich the roar of uncontrolled 
traffic; its women, sufferers no less than 
beneficiaries from western ‘‘ standardisa- 
tion,” flaunt uniform hats, irocks and 
faces ; Hollywood flickers from the screens. 
Elsewhere the narrow and unweeded 
streets are bordered with vine-clad houses 
that have endured from the old Turkey ; 
filthy beggars, of the indigenously 
oriental stamp, stretch forth their hands 
to the wayfarer; and women move noise- 
lessly, dressed in loose, black veils. In 
fact, as the correspondent continues, 
‘“Stamboul lives as she always did, on a 
mixed diet of the sublime and the 
ridiculous, and in a strange atmosphere of 
noise and silence which is peculiarly 
Turkish.”” Kemal Pasha has made a 
gallant effort. He has introduced most 
of the institutions of western civilisation— 
and not a few oi its disadvantages. 
Children go to excellent schools, and 
illiteracy is becoming rarer by sensible 
degrees. Efficiency has been substituted 
for laissez-faire in the State departments 
and the law courts. A new freedom has 
taken the place of the old bondage. Yet 
the process of uniformity. seems to sit ill 
upon the Turkish character. Bridge- 
parties, occidental “ reach-me-downs, 
thés dansants, and the paraphernalia of 
‘‘ publicity ” are in harsh incongruity 
with the old Turkish quiet; and it may 
be that, when the first enthusiasm is over, 
the heart of Turkey will be found to have 
suffered no change.

Shipbuilding. 


The current issue of the Motor Ship 
contains some pertinent reflections on the 
British shipbuilding industry. Certain 
facts, it says, must be faced. The centre 
of gravity of shipbuilding has shifted since 
the days before the War, and whereas then 
50 per cent. of tonnage under construction 
usually could be found in British yards, a 
little over 30 per cent. is now the common 
ptoportion. Britain’s pre-eminence ha. 
ceased to be an axiom; for shipbuilding 


The | 


has made enormous strides abroad.. The 
Diesel engine movement did much to foster 
activity on the Continent of Europe, where 
it received its earliest development. Many 
continental owners, who previously had 


ordered steamships from British yards, | 


went to continental builders for their new 
motor vessels, and these builders have been 
able to retain their customers. — British 
shipbuilders, therefore, must view their 
problems from a new angle. They must 
be willing to show a large access of enter- 
prise ; and, as the article points out, there 
is some doubt whether they are showing 
anything of the sort at present. A host of 
foreign engineers, shipbuilders and ship- 
owners visits Britain constantly ; but com- 
paratively few Britons go abroad to investi- 
gate the latest developments in Diesel 
engine construction and in actual ship- 
building. The warning deserves every 
consideration ; for it is certain that the 
steamship’s days are numbered, and that 
the country which can produce the best 
plant for motor ships will take most of 
the orders in future. When the trade de- 
pression lifts there will be need of many 
new ships, and the yards which are ready 
for that day will reap a _ well-merited 
harvest.

CONFERENCE OF UNIONS 
RECOMMENDED.

A Press Association Labour Corre- 
spondent, telephoning from Bristol last 
night, states on good authority that the 
Economic Committee of the General 
Council of the T.U.C. will recommend 
that the question of a revenue tariff 
should be referred to a special conference 
of the executives of the various unions 
to be held some time after the annual 
Congress. 

The Econgmic Committee came to the 
conclusion that the issue of a revenue 
tariff was too big and too far-reaching 
to be decided without detailed information. 
and considered that the individual unions 
should have a further opportunity of con- 
sidering the question at their leisure. 

It. was also considered that the delegates 
would not be in a position to commit their 
unions to the policy at this stage. 

Their report will be considered by the 
General Council at its meeting in Bristol 
to-day, and there is still a possibility that 
the General Council may not agree to 
this recommendation. 

There is little doubt, however. that 
there is still a majority on the General 
Council in favour of a revenue tariff in 
preference to cuts in wages and unemploy- 
ment benefit and social services. 

If the Genera] Council adopts the recom- 
mendation it will still rest with the 
delegates to the Congress next week to 
accept or reject it. 

_ In any event, a big debate on the subject 
is anticipated. | 

The Economic Committee is strongly of 
the opinion that the trade unions, before 
committing themselves to anything in the 
shape of a tariff policy, should have a 
full explanation before them of the. 
difference between a tariff for purely 
revenue purposes and a protective tariff 
as opposed to free trade.

The Conversion Scheme.

France's Confidence.

It is 
understood that applications from 
countries outside France for the loan will 
not be considered, for obvious reasons 
If British subscriptions were accepted and 
paid for out of balances held in Paris 
there would be again a drain on sterling 
gold.

ANTI-FASCIST WORK EARNS

ROME, Wednesday. 

A sentence of two years’ imprisonment 
was passed to-day on the young Belgian 
professor, Leon Moulin, the _ Italian 
lawyer, Vittorio Albasini, and the Italian 
student, Bruno Maffi, who were charged 
before the special tribunal for the defence 
of the State with having participated in 
anti-Fascist activities. 

Two other -accused men, Giulio Roggi 
and Arialdo Fossati, were acquitted owing 
to lack of evidence against them. 

During the trial a powerful plea fer 
Moulin was advanced by his counsel. This 
was so far successful that the charge 
against the voung Belgian was reduced 
from that of conspiracy in a plot for 
armed insurrection to one of subversive 
propaganda. The charge against Albasini 
was similarly modified.

HOOVER MORATORIUM. | 
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UNITED STATES CLAIM. 
From Revter’s Correspondent. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 


The United States Government are, it is 
revealed tunight, demanding that the 
Hoover moratorium, and the agreements 
concluded in London governing its applica- 
tion, shall not apply to the German- 
American agreement concerning the private 
War debts of German American 
citizens. 

They claim that the agreement should 
continue in full force, and it transpires 
that this was the subject of the interview 
which the United States Ambassador had

AN APPRECIATION 
OF DOLLYMOUNT. 


THE REWARD OF LOOSE 
OR INACCURATE GOLF.

(By Ove Gorr CorresPponDENT.) ' 


AST week, at Dollymount, Ernest Whit- 
combe holed the course in 
the record by threé strokes. Bert Hodson 

came after him with 69, to equal it; Ernest 
Kenyon went rovnd in 70, to win the Irish 
Open Championship, and W. H. Davies also 
had a 70, while there were several returns of 
71. Even Dollymount men, with their in- 
timate knowledge of the Royal Dublin links, 
expected that the scoring all round would be 
much better than it was on each of the three 
days, particularly as the links, although 
stretched to its last inch, was playing easy for 
professionals. 3 

During and after the championship I over- 
heard a few professionals in unguarded 
moments utter what seemed uncharitable com- 
ments on the character of the links, its 
narrow fairways, varying-paced greens, and 
so on; but the achievements of Kenyon, Whit- 
combe, Hodson, Davies, and others furnished 
a complete and convincing reply to such 
criticism. There cannot be much wrong with 
a links on which scores like these are possible 
in the closing stages of a major championship. 

Writing of the match between Dublin 
University Golfing Society and the Oxford and 
Cambridge Golfing Society at Dollymount en 
Tnesday. the Golf Correspondent of 7'he 
Times, who is an acknowledged authority on 
British, American and Continental courses, 
penned an appreciation of the Royal Dublin 
links, which speaks for itself. The following 
is an extract from it :— 

IN VERY GOOD.COMPANY. 

“It seems to me. after too long an absence, 
to have grown in places a little more inland 
in character than it used to be. On the other 
hand, by way of compensation, the home- 
coming nine holes are surely fairer and better 
than ever they were, and are really very good 
indeed. Brassey shot succeeds brassey shot, 
and few courses can boast a sterner series of 
genuine two - shot holes, at any one 
of which a four gives a thrill of legitimate 
pride. And then, as a fitting climax, comes 
one of the most terrifying of home holes, 
bearing a distinct family likeness to the final 
hole at Hoylake. There is the same shot over 
the corner of an out-of-bounds field, and, with 
an adverse wind he is a brave man who dares 
to cut off a really big chunk of field with 
brassey or long iron. Humble people are glad 
to scramble over anyhow, and trust to a pitch 
and a putt and be sufliciently well content 
with a five. The hole is not difficult enough 
to justify the two sevens and one six, which 
it cost Compsion in the Irish Open Champion- 
ship last week, but one can understand with 
a measure of sympathy how the tragedy 
happened. 

“To praise the last nine holes is not to 
depreciate the first nine. There are two very 
pretty one-shot holes, the fourth and sixth, 
which present an extremely small target to 
the eye of the stranger as he trembles on the 
tee, and the eiglith is a particularly good two- 
shotter, with its plateau green perched amid 
what appears to he an impenetrable wilder- 
ness of ain, Altogether, if Dollymount is 
not guite Portmarnock, it can hold its head 
un in very good company, and nobody can 
play loose or inaccurate golf there without 
reaping a due reward.”

Suggested improvements to be carried out 
at the Grangegorman and Portrane Hospitals, 
as the result of the monies received from the 
sweepstakes, were outlined at the fortnightly 
meeting of the Joint Committee of Manage- 
ment of G and Portrane 
Hospitals, held at Portrane yesterday, 
Senator Mrs. Clarke presiding.

Fay White, of Whitechapel, London, the 


proprietress of an amusement device known 
as ‘‘ electric flashlights,’ which, it was 

in evidence, was in operation at amusement 
parks all over the country, was convicted by 
the Skegness magistrates yesterday of cheat- 
ing at play, and fined £5.

UNCERTAINTY. 


(From Our Financia CORRESPONDENT.)

Although the political situation at home 
has assumed a much more hopeful aspect it 
cannot be said that the Stock Exchange of 
late has been much happier, while to every- 
body interested in stocks and shares . the 
recent phase of depression was most un-. 
pleasant. Before the crisis in Germany, 
with its repercussion on the London Market, 
broke out, the ‘oicest investment stocks 
were showing exceptional firmness, but even 
these have given way very substantially and 
not entirely because of the rise in money 
rates, while in other dircctions weakness of 
a somewhat acute character developed, the 
result mainly of the critical period through 
which the country has lately passed. Further, 
the Stock Exchange dislikes uncertainty 
almost as much as adverse news, and for a 
little time longer there must be a state of 
anxiety regarding the measuresto be adopted 
for dealing with the financial situation. 
Happily the tone has undergone a decided 
improvement owing to an unofficial state- 
ment regarding the taxation cf fixed interest 
stocks and the compulsory conversion of 
War Loans.

There was a distinct, revival in tone, if not 
in business, on Dublin Stock Exchange yester- 
day. Except for a few slight adverse move- 
ments in Free State Funds and a fall of two 
points in Agricultural Credit Bonds (Series 2), 
there were indications of more confidence in 
dealing and a disposition to support prices.

Quiet. and dull conditions seoreiled in the 
early hours in the London Stock Markets 
generally yesterday, and in a number of 
directions yrices were marked back still 
further. About mid- day, however, a strong 
recovery, accompanied by a marked expan- 
sion in the volume of dealings, occurred on 
the intimation that there is to be no tax on 
fixed-interest-bearing securities, while any 
conversion of War Ae will be on a purely 
voluntary basis. Later in the afternoon it 
was stated that no official information had 
been received from the Government regard- 
ing the above, though the Government 
brokers intimated that such was an opinion 
they had heard on what they considered good 
authority.

GAMBLED WITH BANK 
SECURITIES. 


CHICAGO CLERK’S HUGE 
DEFALCATIONS. 


From HEUTFR $ CORRESPONDENT. 
CHICAGO, Wednesday. 

Officials of the Continental Illinois Bank 
and Trust Company, the largest bank in 
Chicago, announced last night that an employe 
had confessed to embezzling ‘‘a substantial, 
but undetermined, sum ” from the bank s 
bond department. One estimate puts the de- 
falcations at $3,000,000 (£600,000). 

The fidelity of the bank’s employés is 
guaranteed under a policy placed with Lloyds’ 
underwriters. 

Mr. George H. Reynolds, chairman of the 
company, in a statement, said that. the em- 

loyé in question had confessed to having em- 
sezzied securities over a period of years, 
particularly in the last two or three years, 
for speculations on the stock and grain 
markets ! 

An audit was now being made, he added, 
and ‘until the audit was completed the amount 
of the defaleations would not be known, but 
the amount involved is substantial. An 
estimate of $3,000,000, he believed, was a 
high one. For the most part the missing 
securities were used as margins, and re- 
coveries will greatly reduce the amount. 

The method adopted by the employé was, 
the chairman explained, temporarily to extract 
from the bank securities coming into his 
possession after properly giving the customer 
a receipt. He would use the securities as 
margins in brokers’ transactions, and, when 
it became necessary to account for securities 
in the bank, he would withdraw the securities 
from the brokers and return them to the 
bank, and to keep good his margins would 
substitute other securities similarly abstracted. 

The man, who is 42 years of age and has a 
wife and one child, has been in the com- 
pany’s employ for twenty years, and is said 
to have a substantial salary. The broker 
with whom he kept his account, becoming 
suspicious concerning the frequent changes of 
security, told an official of the bank and an 
investigation followed. Hearing of this, the 
employé, who. was on holiday at the time, 
got in touch with the official, who had been 
his friend for years, and told the entire 
story.

MISSIONARY WHO IS NOW 
ARCHBISHOP. 


From Revter's CORRESPONDENT. 


WINNIPEG, Wednesday. 

The terrible privations which he endured 
when, frequently without food for days and 
miles from the nearest human habitation, he 
journeyed through the frozen wastes of the 
North as a pioneer of the Church in Canada, 
earning the nickname of “ The Rishop who ate 
his boots,” were recalled to-day when the 
Most, Rev. Isaac ©. Stringer was consecrated 
as Archbishop of Rupertsland. 

The difficulties and dangers of his early 
missionary days are picturesquely told in a 
diary which he kept in 1909 while on a trip 
through the almost uninhabited snowclad 
lands of North Canada, visiting outlying 
mission posts. 

Among the entries are these :—‘‘ Sunday, 
October 17th—Travelled fifteen miles. Made 
supper of the toasted raw hide of sealskin 
boots called ‘ Mucktucks.’ Feel encouraged. 

‘Monday, October 15th—Travelled all day. 
Ate pieces of my sealskin boot boiled and 
toasted for a supper . Used sole first. Set 
rabbit snare. 

‘Tuesday, October .19th—No rabbit in 
snare. Breakfast and dinner of raw hide sole. 
Fine, but not enough.”
